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Friends: 

This  past  week,  my  colleagues  and  I  approved  the  Mayor’s  Budget  for  Fiscal  Year 
2018-2019.  The  funding  calls  for  an  investment  in  basic  city  services  such  as 
repairing  streets  and  trimming  trees,  and  a  commitment  to  maintaining  the  health 
and  well-being  of  our  neighborhoods  for  every  Angeleno. 

In  this  Budget,  we  are  taking  great  measures  to  face  our  homelessness  crisis  head 
on  by  expanding  our  engagement,  increasing  the  amount  of  resources  to  keep  our 
streets  cleaner,  and  providing  even  more  help  to  those  who  want  to  live  off  the 
streets.  Here  are  just  some  of  the  highlights  that  were  approved  for  the  1 3th  District: 

•  $800,000  for  various  Pedestrian  Tunnel  Closures  at  local  schools 

•  $980,000  for  the  Silver  Lake  Blvd  Underpass  Arch  Project 

•  $294,000  for  the  Alvarado  Street  Bulkhead  Replacement  Project 

•  $531,000  for  Glendale  Blvd/Silver  Lake  Blvd  Rockfall  Mitigation  Project 

•  $100,000  for  Midnight  Stroll  Transgender  After  Hours  Cafe 

I  want  to  thank  Mayor  Eric  Garcetti  and  the  City  Departments,  as  well  as  my 
colleagues  on  the  Budget  and  Finance  Committee,  for  working  with  my  office  to 
approve  these  items  that  will  improve  the  safety  and  health  of  our  neighborhoods.  I 
look  forward  to  working  with  you  on  implementing  these  projects.
